While the German thrust to outflank the Don 
Jain from the direction of Lisichansk has seem- 
ngly not yet made much progress in the direc- 
tion of Voroshilovgrad, it is to be expected that 
en pressure will de applied here any moment. 

There is but one favorable feature in the de- 
yvelopmentof this gigantic operation: the Germans 
do not seem able to effect any encirclements and 
the Soviet troops retire in full order. The speed 
with which the Germans leaped from Rossosh 
to the region of Boguchar (35 miles) is due 
simply to Marshal Timoshenko's obvious deci- 
sion to retire here in order to avoid the trap of 
me Don bend. 

The Germans are concentrating on a narrow 
sector numbers of planes which far exceed the 
gigantic air fleets the British sent over Germany 
once or twice. 

According to the latest data the Germans are 
using some 50 infantry divisions plus eight or 


ten panzer divisions with 2.000 planes in the 
Don offensive. These numbers about match the 
force which was assembled in November against 
Moscow. The very direction in which they are 
being now used shows that the German General 
Staff, more realistic than “intuitive strategist” 
Hitler, is not thinking in terms of “bringing about 
the collapse of the USSR by striking at Moscow,” 
but is driving definitely for the severance of the 
Soviet armfts of the South from those of the 
Center and for Caucasian oil. The generals know 
that “destroying the Red Army” is a day-dream, 
that they cannot knock out the USSR and that 
even the capture of Moscow would not solve their 
problems, and they are, therefore, driving for a 
huge, but es enttally limited objective, which con- 
sists of: 1. Trying to bottle up as many of Timo- 
shenko’s army corps in the bend of the Don as 
possible; 2. Severing the line from the Caucasus 
and Iran to the USSR somewhere in the lower 
middie reaches of the Volga and, 3. Getting at 
the oil of the Caucasus themselves. 


The arrival of an Australian division in Egypt 
(n sped back from Syria) seems to have im- 
proved the situation, for the time being at least. 
However, Rommel seems to have received rein- 
forcements and a renewal of his attack should 
be expected.

in long distance formation flying. Another ten 
years of such bombings and Germany is sunk....

is the crucial one of 1942 and that upon its outcome 
will depend whether the war against Germany will 
last another year or another five years. 

In this situation it behooves Britain and the 
United States to proceed with all possible speed to 
put into effect the operations which Roosevelt and 
Churchill said would divert German strength from 
the attack on Russia. These operations obviously 
must provide for the establishment of a second front 
on the continent of Europe. 

There are growing indications that the Germans 
are unable to maintain offensive actions on two 
fronts. If Marshal Rommel had had an effective air 
force to support his spectacular advance in Libya 
and Egypt he might have broken through the British 
lines to the Nile Delta. But, although the outcome of 
the battle in Egypt is still undecided, British observers 
on the Egyptian front have been amazed by the 
scarcity, and at times complete absence of German 
planes. It is apparent that the Germans do not have 
sufficient air power to support properly their opera- 
tions in Egyt and Russia at the same time. 

Germany’s shortage of air power and the concen- 
tration of Nazi troops and tanks on the Russian front 
should suggest to the Allied commanders that condi- 
tions are more favorable than they ever have been 
before for the launching of invasion operations.
